Winchester Is to bore for gas. 

John B. Harrison and Ida M. Tan- 
ner escaped from Clark county, last 
week, weut to Louisville, aud were 
married. 

Winchester is having her Court- 
house remodeled. Strange to say, tbe 
records have existed all this time 
without a fire-proof vault. 

Mrs. Mattie Johnson, aged sixty- 
five years, died at Paducah. She was 
the oldest character in the little Pur- 
chase city, and was generally believed 
to tie tlie sister of John A. Murrell, 
the once notorious Tennessee aud Ken- 
tucky outlaw. 

The remains of Gov. Madison, one o 
the early Chief Executives of Ken- 
tucky, have been removed from Bel- 
fort, near Frankfort, where they were 
placed at his death in 1816, and Inter- 
red in tlie cemetery al the latter place. * 
He was the first Governor who died 
during his term of office. 

At Nicholasville two boys named 
Tom Nelson and Preston Smith, aged 
about twelve, agreed to rob tbe cash 
drawers of Smith & Rnrick and Wolf 
& Buttle, coal dealers. They succeeded, 
but were seen by the little daughter of 
Mr. Wolf. They were examined by 
the Recorder and sent to jail. 

Count De Lease ps has announced to 
the Academy of Science that the Pan- 
ama Canal will be opened February 8, 
1890. The work will not then be com- 
pleted, but the passage will be free for 
twenty ships a day. It Is estimated 
Ihat this traffic will produce an an- 
nual revenue of from 90,000,000 to 
100,000,000 francs. 

The will of the late Elihu B. Wash- 
buriie, of Chicago, has tieen admitted 
to probate. His persona! estate 
amounted to $750,000, Ills realty to 
$165,000. After numerous minor be- 
quests, lie leaves $500,000 iu trust for 
his sous Pitt aud Elihu, the remain- 
der to Ins other children to be distrib- 
uted share and share alike after the 
expiratlou of three years. 

In Winchester, last Monday, a seal- 
ed freight car was opened that had 
liern fastened for five days and a man 
found in it. He said he had been 
beating on tbe door and yelling alt 
(lie time, but could make nobody hear 
him He said lie had beeu robbed ol 
i $400 aud put iu there and fastened up, 
!«ui tlie supposition is tiiat he was 
- eating a ride and got fastened lighter 
than he anticipated. He bad broken 
open boxes of canday and dried peach- 
es and starch, and was a ivoful looking 
object, and was thirsted nearly to 
death from eating candy. He Was 
put in jail. 

Iu the course of tlie twelve month* 
of 1817, 12,000 wagons passed the Alle- 
ghany mountains from Philadelphia 
and Baltimore, each with from four to 
six horse- 1 , carrying from thirty-five to 
j forty hundred-weight. The ooat of 
carriage was about $7 per hundred 
w eight, to some cases as high as $10, to 
Philadelphia. The aggregate sum 
paid for conveyance of goods exceeded 
$1,500,000. To move a ton of frieght 
between Pittsburg aud Philadelphia 

therefore, cost not less than $110, and 
1 took probably two weeks time. In 
18SG, tlie average umouut received by 
the Pennsylvania railroad for carriage 
; ot freight was three-quarters of a oent 
per mile. Tlie distance from Philadel- 
phia to Pittsburg is 858 miles, so that 
tlie ton which cost $140 in 1817 was 
carried in 1886 for $2.87. At the former 
time tlie workingmen had to pay $14 
for moving a barrel of flour from Pitts- 
burg. against twenty-eight cents now. 
i The Pittsburg consumer paid $7 freight 
» u|Min every 100 pounds of dry giaals 
s brought from Philadelphia, which is 
now hauled at a cost of fourteen ceuta.

White every, body ha* heard ot or 
seen or used celluloid, only a few know 
what it is composed ef or how it is 
made. _ Tho following is a description 
of the process carried out ia a factory 
near Phris for the production of cello- 
loid: A roll of paper is slowly un- 
wound, and at the tame time is satn- 
rated with a mixture of five parts of 
aulphurle acid and two part* of nitric 
acid, which fall* upon the paper in a 
fine spray. This changes the cellulose 
of tho paper into pyroxyline (gun 
cotton). The execs < of the acid 
having been expelel by pressure, 
the paper is washed with plenty of 
water until all traces of arid have been 
removed; it is then reduced to a pulp, 
and passe* on to the bl" aching trough. 
Most of the water having beea get rid 
of by means of a strainer, th* pulp is 
mixed with from twenty to forty per 
cent of its weight of camphor, and 
the mixture thoroughly triturated un- 
der mill stone*. The nec weary color- 
ing having been added in th# form of 
powder, a second mixing and grinding 
follows. The finely divided palp is 
then spread out in thin layers on slabs, 
and from twenty to twenty-five of 
these layers are placed in 
an hydraulic press separated 
from one another by a n sae Sheets of 
thick blotting pa pec. s*4 as* subject

Hnw to Pirtrnl IU Spoiling Daring tho 
Hot Drjti of Hammer. 

No amount of writing or lecturing 
will ever prevent pork from being the 
meat generally used on farms during 
the warm months of the year. Hogs 
•re raised on almost every farm in the 
country, and they contain facilities for 
slaughtering them and for preserving 
their meat. This m-at is convenient 
for cooking in farm-houses where soft 
coal is generally employed for cooking 
purposes. Pork can be fried or broiled 
over a blazing fir\ while coals are 
needed for broiling beefsteaks or mut- 
ton chops. The fat of pork is very 
convenient for frying fish. eggs, pota- 
toes, mush, batter-cakcs and many 
kinds of vegetables. Dried beans are 
cooked in no wav so well as by soak- 
ing, parboiling and baking in connec- 
tion with tolerably fat salt pork. 
For a steady diet for field hands 
or for men engaged in almost 
any kind of hard work there is no 
kind of meat that equals pork. It is 
preferred by laborers in all parts of 
the world. It is as generally eaten by 
out-of-door laborers in Cuba as in Ice- j 
land.

How Volapuk Sounds- 

Much as I have heard and read 
about Volapuk, the new language 
which M. Schleyer Hopes to make uni- 



covered as recommended can be hung 
in an open garret or placed on 
shelves, where it will keep an 
indefinite length of time without lia- 
bility to injury. If it is placed in a 
damp or unventilated room or in a cel- 
lar it may absorb moisture, and have 
its surface covered with mold. In 
most European countries old bacon is 
jireferred to new. It contains less 
moisture, is more tender, and has a 
better flavor. The smoked meat pre- 
pared in onr great packing establish- 
ments does not possess good keeping 
qualities. It is salted by immersing it 
in brine, and is smoked only long 
enough to give its surface a light cin- 
namon color. Care is taken to keep 
all the moisture in it iu order to give it 
weight. 

Pickled pork is much more common 
than dry salted and smoked meat in 
the Northern Stales. If sufficient care 
is taken it is not very difficult to keep 
6alt j'ork sweet On account of lack 
of care and improper place for storage 
large quantities, however, are lost 
every season. The pork-barrel should 
stand in a cool cellar at some distance 
front the ground. If it is shaped like the 
kits in which fish are packed, the layers 
of meat can be better kept in place. It 
should have a tight-fitting cover that 
will keep out insects and currents of 
air. The pieces of meat should be cut 
with a sharp knife, so that they will be 
of uniform width and have no ragged 
edges. The bits of detached meat that 
become loosened as pieces of pork are 
taken out of the barrel and which float 
on the surface of the brine are almost 
certain to putref ,• and to cause the en- 
tire contents of the barrel to become 
rancid or to acquire an unpleasant 
flavor. If every particle of pork is kept 
submerged in a brine that is a saturat- 
ed solutiou of nearly pure salt there is 
no danger of its sjioiling. The oik 
blood and little fragments of moat that 
rise to the surface and come in contact 
with the air and putrefy are the chief 
causes of the loss of pork during 
warm weather

Methods by Which the Rest and Most Dmr- 
sble Quality is Made. 

To projieriy mix fibres we must 
know the way they combine to pro- 
duce paper, and the qualities which 
they should possess to that end. It 
was a generally accepted idea until 
very lately that the fibers of the jiaper 
sheet close or lock together in the 
same way as animal hair in felt At 
the beginning of this work even, paper 
is described as a felted sheet Dr. 
Wurster sent us at the beginning of 
tbe present year the following com- 
munication, from which it would ap- 
jiear that paper is not felt in the 
hitherto acceptation of the word, but 
simply “a confused ma*a of'fiber.” 
Here is wha: D *. Wuster says: 

“However great progress may have 
been made in telling what paper la, 
we have yet no correct explanation of 
the origin and naturo of the paper 
sheet. It has become a matter 
of coarse to consider pnpar as a felt 
of fibers, although at the beginning of 
the century tho discoverer of the na- 
ture of the felling of animal fibers 
objected most decidedly to calling 
paper a felt. The peculiar clinging 
together, occasioned by the animal 
scales in the wood or hair felt, and the 
intertwining the hair more together 
by pressure and motion, making tho 
felt thicker and •mailer in its dimen- 
sions, are lacking in j.ajter fibers. 

Merely placing dry paper fibers on 
one another will not make a sheet of 
pajier. ns can be easily seen by using 
dry rag fiber or lint. Neither w ill 
short-cut wool or silk filaments make a 
sheet of any strength. The capacity 
for producing a consistent sheet of 
paper belongs solely to those fibers 
which lose their elasticity in water as 
they become softer, but recover that 
quality again in drying. In the moist- 
ened state the doctiie fibers, aided 
by the shaking, settle down In all di- 
rections and form a confused fiber 
mixture. In drying, every fiber grad - 
ually recovers its original form and 
elasticity, and the individual fibers 
exert a certain pressure on each other. 
The longer the fibers and tbe more 
intricate the mixture of the fibers 
when wet, the stronger will he the 
sheet of paper when dry. When wet, 
or when its fibers have lost their 
elasticity by heat, paper ean not be 
drawn in every way like felt ia which 
each hair is, so to say, anchored to an- 
other by iu scales. A sheet of paper 
must no longer, therefore, be desig- 
nated as a felt, bat as a confused 
mixture of such fibers as are 
soft and j liable when moist, 
but hard and elastic when dry. 
The greater the shaking together 
1 of the wet fibers in both directions of 
the wire the firmer rod stronger will 
be the sheet. The shorter the fibers 



MAKING SHEEP PAY. 

The System of Feeding Adopted by Suc- 
cessful Flock in asters. 

There are many farmers keeping 
sheep who care for them in such a 
way that they do not receive half the 
profit from them that they might. All 
stock-keepers aim at getting pay for 
their expense and labor. But the 
methods of doing this are widely dif- 
ferent There is quite a large class 
who se> m to think that the profit is 
inherent In the animal, and that it 
only requires so many sheep on a 
farm to make a certain gain, and if 
tbe profit is not foumi. it is the fault 
of the slieejx This class never study 
the nainre and wants of the animal, 
and then provide for them in a gener- 
ous way, that they miy produce a 
generous return. They often lay 
great stress upon the breed, but none 
upon the care and feed. This class 
will never make any thing by knepiug 
stock of any kind. They believe some- 
thing comes from nothing; in 
miracles, and not in works. 

B it the class that can make sheep 
' pay, believe that every ponud of mut- 
ton. and every jtound of wool repre- 
sents a certain nmount of food and 
care. They believe much in breed, 
bat that every breed has been produced 
by intelligent selection and generous

any breed can produce a carcass of 
two hundred pounds weight and a 
fleece of twelve to fifteen pounds, with- 
out eating the amount of food required 
for that weight of carcass and fleece. 
They know that time is a most impor- 
tant element in the growth of ail ani- 
mate and that the shorter the time re- 
quired to reach a certain weight, the 
greater the profit. This principle 
once established, they are not 
looking for sheep that eat but lit- 
tle, but for thoso that can eat and 
digest the mast. They naturally regard 
the capacity to eat and utilize food, as 
the milter does the capacity of his mill 
to gri d. If it will grind thirty bush- 
els per hour, he sens a much larger 
profit than in one that will grind only 
ten. Ii takes a errlai i amount of food 
to support the respiration and live 
weight of the sheeny without any 
growth, and the gain most all come 
from the t» d eaten beyond this; if it 
eats little it gains little, and what it 
does eat is mostly lost. IE by gener- 
ous keeping, a sheep can reach the 
weight at twelve months that it would 
reach only in eighteen or twenty-four 
months with a meager dtot, who does 
not see the advantage of full feeding;
